BONN (Reuter); — The government 
of the state of Baden- Wuertt emberg 
faced mounting criticism yesterday 
over the discovery of explosives, 
guns and a communications system 
in the top-security: Jail where three 
urban guerrilla leaders reportedly 
killed themselves last week.

Somalia. The fourth terrorist Is said 
to.be in.® Somali hospital recovering 
front wounds.- : : . \ 

The respected “Frankfurter 
AUgemelne” newspaper yesterday 
reported that aH four hijackers were 
Arabs and that they were probably 
under the control .of the radical 
Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine. The newspaper said that 
the hijackers were known as the 
“Martyr Halima” unit, adding that 


“Halima” was the alias for a Ger- 
man woman terrorist, Gabriele 
Kroecher-Tiedemann, reportedly 
killed during Israel’s successful 
rescue operation of an Air France 
plane In Entebbe. 

In contrast to official reticence on 
the role of Arab terrorists. 
Chancellor Schmidt In a speech to 
parliament last Thursday gave 
special mention to FLO chief Yasser 
.Arafat ton. ‘.’having dissociated 
himself so clearly from the terrorist 
action long before it ended.” 

All this suggests to observers that 
Bonn views the Mogadishu drama 
not only as a possible “turning 
point” in the fight against inter- 
national terrorism, but also as

Schmidt has also been full of

Pilots postpone strike after 
UN promises swift action 



UNITED NATIONS. — Angry airline 
pilots have indefinitely .postponed 
their threatened 48-hour global air 
strike after the UN agreed to a quick 
full-session on air piracy. 

The International Federation of 
Airline Pilots Associations, reacting 
to the recent hijacking of a. Lufthan- 
sa jetliner and the murder of its 
pilot, had called for the strike to 
begin on Tuesday unless the UN took 
swift action to provide better protec- 
tion against hijackers. 

The announcement of the post- 
ponement came on Friday night 
after an hour-long meeting between 
UN Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim and Capt. Derry F. 
Pearce, federation .president. 
Pearce said he received assurances 
that urgent action is being taken by 
the General Assembly to assure the ’ 
safety of civil aviation. 

But Pearce stressed that his 
organization will monitor assembly 
activities, very closely to see if the 
strike call should be reactivated. 

Forty-two of the UN’ii 149 
members yesterday asked for an 
urgent debate oil "the safety of inter- 
national civil aviation.” They sent 
Waldheim a request that the issue he 
* added to the. agenda of the current 
session for immediate consideration 
as a matter of “important and 


urgent character.” 

A draft resolution dealing with air- 
borne terrorism has been prepared 
by ah unus ua l coalition of Western 
and Third World nations, and it is ex- 
pected to be submitted this week. 

Diplomatic sources said moderate 
Arabs and some Asian and Lati n 
American nations joined the U.S. 
and other Western countries in 
preparing the resolution. The docu- 
ment, the sources said, ca lls fo r In- 
ternational exchange of information 
on preventing hijackings and urges 
governments to tighten airport 
security and accept a series of ex- 
isting conventions obligating them to 

prosecute or extradite hijackers. 

It was not clear, however, whether 
adoption of the resolution would 
satisfy the airline pilots. The pilots 
are said to be seeking a new global 
convention to deal with hijackers 
and countries which grant them 
asylum. 

Among- those attending the 
meeting between Waldheim and 
Pearce was Capt. Aryeh Oz, chair- 
man of the Israel Airline Pilots 
Association. ^ . 

Ob later told Israel Radio that he 
was unhappy with the decision to 
postpone the strike, saying that the 
UN was not to be trusted. (AP,

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Israel expects 
to renew Lebanon 
talks this week

Israel expects to renew 
negotiations with Lebanese military 
officers this week. 

The talks were suspended after 
one meeting about 20 days ago when 
Israel refused to negotiate the future 
of southern Lebanon as long as the 
terrorists continued to break the 
cease-fire there. Israel, through the 
good offices of the U.S. embassy in 
Tel Aviv, asked that the Syrians in- 
tercede with PLO forces in the south 
to diffuse the potentially explosive 
situation there. 

Israel late last week informed the 
UN that it would consider resuming 
negotiations now that the cease-fire 
was being inplemented. The meeting 
will probably be held at Rosh 
Hanlkra, with the Lebanese colonels 
arriving once again by UN plane to 
Rosh Pina, so as to avoid driving 
through terrorist-controlled 
territory near Sidon. 

The Israelis at the talks will also 
be represented by a colonel, and the- 
main topic of conversation will be 
ways of ensuring that the cease-fire 
be abided by, and how to imple- 
ment the clause of the cease-fire 
agreement signed last month, which 
calls for the deployment of a 1.300- 
man Lebanese army force In the 
south to police the area.

WASHINGTON. — Yigael Yadin has 
warned that the Carter Ad- 
ministration’s determination to 
reconvene a Geneva peace con- 
ference even on terma that might be 
harmful to Israel could lead to “a 
political fight with the U.S. in the 
near future.” 

In an interview published yester- 
day in “The Washington Post," 
Yadin said that his recent trip to the 
U.S. had persuaded him to bring the 
DMC into the Begin coalition, where 
he is expected to serve as deputy 
premier. He also said that the Carter 
Administration is dangerously 
preoccupied” with the problem of 
the Middle East. 

’In the normal way It would be a 
compliment, but I am afraid that it 

shows that we are very quickly ap- 
proaching — let us call it a friendly 
confrontation — but definitely a con- 
frontation with the U.S.,” he told 
H.D.S. Greenway, the newspaper’s 
Jerusalem correspondent. 

Yadin said he was not opposed to 
the Geneva talks, but he feared that 
the U.S. was “following the line of 
most extreme resistance — In this 
case the Syrian line. They are trying 
all the time to get terms which will 
be agreed upon by the Syrians... and 
the net result may be that the terms 
for Geneva will end up totally un- 
acceptable to Israel.” 


Yadin said he found it especially 
disconcerting that this preoccupa- 
tion with Geneva was being linked 
with “mounting pressure In the U.S. 
on the energy problem." He said he 
was surprised to hear two high 
American officiate say quite openly 
that “the whole thing, the price of 
the gallon, depends on one thing and 
one thing only, and that is whether or 
not there Is a Geneva conference." 

He said this was “dangerous and 
inflammatory 1 ' and that everybody 
knew it was not true. He said it was 
'being used as an excuse to cover up 
the Carter Administration's failure 
to solve the energy problem at home 
and as a “stick to force Israel to go to 
Geneva by trying to incite public opi- 
nion in the U.S.” 

Equally alarming, in Yadin's 
view, was what he saw as an effort 
"to tell American Jews that Jf they 

did not agree with the president's 
views in their efforts to help Israel, 
their loyalty to the U.S. might be put 

in question.” Yadin said that this 
was not the official Carter position 
but that It Is “definitely inspired by 
some people within the ad- 
ministration." 

He said that an effort to put a 
wedge between Israel and Its 
American supporters, both Jews and 
non-Jews, had backfired. He was 
glad to see that Israel's supporters 
were “all in a fighting spirit." he 
added.

Soviet Jew returns war medals 


MOSCOW (AP). — A highly 
decorated Jewish Red Army veteran 
said on Friday he is giving his 17 
medals back to the Soviet govern- 
ment to protest Its refusal to let him 
emigrate with his family to Israel. 

”1 earned these medals with my 
Mod,” Lev Ovaiher, 57. told a 
gathering of Western cor- 
respondents. "It pains me to lose 
them because they are my blood, 
they are my sweat.” 

Ovsiaher served 21 years in. the 
Soviet army, participating os a 
bomber pilot In the World War n 
defence of Moscow and of 
Stalingrad, where he was wounded. 

He retired from the army as a 


colonel in 1961, and In 1972 applied to 
leave the country with his wife 
Nadezhda and his daughter Tanya. 

Their request has been repeatedly 
refused during the past five yeara, 
and they have been attacked three 
times in the local press in Minsk. 
Byelorussia, where they live, he 
arid. 

After he applied to emigrate, Ov- 
siaher said he lost his job as an 
economist at an industrial Institute, 
lost his military rank, and had his 
military pension reduced. 

His home has become a gathering 
place for Minsk Jews who wish to 
leave the country. Ovsiaher said he 
is closely watched, and his mail is 
stopped by the security police.

Neighbouring Arab capitals were 
busy with extensive consultations 
over the weekend, apparently gear- 
ing up for an understanding with the 
U.S. on a new working paper to 
govern procedure at a reconvened 
Geneva Middle East peace con- 
ference. 

The new paper would involve 
several alterations to the Initial 
American-Israel working paper con- 
cluded by Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan in the U.S. earlier this month. 

The scope of the alterations is ex- 
pected to be clarified on Tuesday 
when President Jimmy Carter 
meets with Saudi Foreign Minister 
Saud al-Falsal — now pulling many 
of the strings in the region. 

An indication of what the changes 
sought might be is seen in Syria's in- 
sistence that a united Arab delega- 
tion at Geneva not break up into 
bilateral teams with Israel, as 
provided for In the U.S. -Israel work- 
ing paper. The Syrians are also ob- 
jecting to splitting Che agenda Into 
bilateral topics for discussion 
between Israel and each of the Arab 
governments concerned. 

Egypt is believed to * be moving 
toward the Syrian position. 

Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
conferred yesterday with U.S. am- 
bassador Herman Efits as the Arabs 
began shaping up a unified position 
on Geneva. Syria meanwhile dis- 
patched its Deputy Defence Minister 
and Air Force commander, Major 
General Naji Jamil, to Cairo, while 
Jordan had its Royal Court Chief, 
Sherif Abdul-Hamld Sharaf, In 
Damascus for consultations. Envoys 
from Egypt, Syria and Jordan were 
also due to converge on Saudi 
Arabia. 

The neighbouring Arab 


governments have indicated that the 
question of Palestinian representa- 
tion at Geneva Is not the only subject 
at issue. But the}' reiterate that they 
are seeking to “involve" tbe PLO in 
one way or the other In Geneva — 
though not necessarily through 
seating the organization os such in 
the conference. 

r According to Al-Ahram this mor- 
ning. Sadat gave Ellts a letter for 
Carter saying the working paper 
should be amended to mention tbe 
PLO as a participant.) 

The Syrians are reported to be 
demanding that tbe united Arab 
delegation, including Palestinian 
Arabs, remain In session to discuss 
“an overall settlement.” This would 
Involve three components: Israel’s 
pulling back to the pre-Z9S7 war fron- 
tiers ; the acknowledgement of the 
“right" of the Palestinian Arabs to 
self-determination and repatriation; 
and the conclusion of peace treaties. 

In adopting this stance, Syria and 
Egypt would be resigning 
themselves to an initial strategy 
which, rather Ironically, Jordan has 
been advocating for some time. 

Observers however stress that 
none of the Arab parties has so far 
rejected outright any of the In- 
itiatives put forward so far — In- 
cluding the U.S.-Israel working 
paper. The Arabs have expressed 
reservations, offered amendments 
and the like; but contrary to the 
public positions they have adopted in 
the past, they have apparently decid- 
ed to exhibit a "flexible" stance. 
This is true even in the case of Syria. 

According to these analysts, the 
Arabs may have concluded that it is 
possible to negotiate with tbe Begin 
government, whose stance appears 
more flexible than that which tbe 
Labour Party has taken toward 
current deliberations with the U.S. 


U.S. Revisionists hold membership drive 
to help Begin keep Israel strong*

WASHINGTON. — “Help Menahem 
Begin keep Israel strong* and 
secure.” 

That's tbe new slogan of an old 
American Jewish organization 
which has lately been trying to 
.change its Image and increase its 
[membership. 

[ For years, the United Zionist- 
RevUdonlsts of America has been on 
the fringe of the American Jewish 
scene — small membership, 
marginal influence, virtually un- 
known except to its hardcore sup- 
porters, most of whom were elderly 
immigrants from Eastern Europe. 

It was known as the American 
branch of Be gin's Herut Movement, 
and its members were ideologically 
motivated by Begin and by tbe late 
Ze'ev Jabotinsky. the founder of the 
Revisionist movement. Its politics 
were to the right of tbe Zionist 
Organization of America. Its symbol 
has always been a map of historical 
Eretz Y Israel, Including all of what 
is Jordan today. 

As long 33 Israel's politics were 
dominated by the Labour Party, the 
Revisionist movement here remain- 
ed dormant. But with Begin's elec- 
tion earlier this year, the 
Revisionists have been on the move. 

First of all, they elected a new 
chairman who speaks English 
without an accent. Harry Taubenfeld 
is a prominent New York City at- 
torney, no less outspoken than his 
predecessors but with a lot mere 
political savvy. 

Under Taubenfeld's direction, the 
Revisionists have embarked on a 
massive campaign to increase the 
organization's American 
membership. No longer do the 
Revisionists want to have a small, 
ideologically rigid membership. 
They now want a mass membership, 
and the reason is clear: The World 


Zionist Congress elections. in 
February. 

Those elections, which wifi take 
place in Jerusalem, will be crucial to 
the future political orientation of the 
Jewish Agency. The Revisionists ob- 
viously would like to see the Likud- 
oriented groups gain control. 

And so would Menahem Begin and 
Herut in Israel. 

Begin told the leadership of Herut 
on the eve of Rosh Hashana: "One of 
the tests our movement wifi be facing 
will be the elections for the 
forthcoming Zionist Congress. I call 
upon all of us to mobilize ourselves 
for this trial of strength in order to 
change the face of the 29th Zionist 
Congress and to obtain a mandate to 
form the next Zionist Executive." 

Begin noted that, “in the U.S. and 
elsewhere, a membership campaign 
is in full swing; and from Beit 
Jabotinsky in Tel Aviv I call on all 
our friends, all our members and 
sympathizers throughout the world, 
to register personally and to In- 
fluence others to do so, and to work 
and vote for our lists so as to ensure 
the success of tbe Revisionist 
movement." 

This advertising campaign, com- 
bined with a speaking programme 
throughout the country, has found a 
surprisingly receptive chord in 
America. For years, the Revisionists 
had about 6.000 members in the U.S. 
Since the Israeli elections and the 
start of their new membership drive, 
the Revisionists have signed up 92.- 
000 new members (as of the middle 
of October). 

That jump in membership may be 
somewhat deceptive. Certainly most 
of the new members also belong to 
other Zionist organizations in the 
U.S-. probably including Labour- 
affiliated groups. American Jews 
are known for their readiness to join 
several different organizations, to 
pay some nominal membership fee 


and then to receive that 
organization's literature. It is not un- 
usual. for example, to find an 
American Jewish family pay 
membership dues to Hadassah. 
Mizrahi women, the Labour Zionist 
Alliance, and the Zionist Organiza- 
tion of America — plus the American 
Jewish Committee and B'nai B’rith. 
For many American Jews, ail these 
organizations are "good causes." 
Why not contribute to them? 

The Revisionists have now jumped 
on this bandwagon. 

But the big test for the Revisionists 
will come next month, when the 
memberships of all the Zionist 


Organizations in the U.S. receive 
bAilots to vote for lists to represent 
them at the Zionist Congress in 
February in Jerusalem. Even 
though many of the American voters 
will belong to two or more competing 
lists, they will only be able to vote for 
one of them. A computer will 
eliminate duplicate ballots.

Strong opposition seen to Hazan’s 
plan for Zionist-socialist front

Labour and Mapam leaders 
yesterday predicted strong opposi- 
tion to a proposal that the Zionist- 
socialist political movements form a 
common front. 

The proposal, presented by 
Mapam's Ya’acov Hasan is the par- 
ty's daily "A1 Hamishmar" on Fri- 
day, envisages the factions as join- 
ing forces to oppose the ruling “right 
wing” while retaining their par- 
ticular characteristics and organiza- 
tion. 

This is the second major proposal 
raised In the Labour movement 
since the Alignment's debacle in the 
May 17 elections. The Moahav Move- 
ment in Labour had earlier called to 
break up the Labour-Map am Align- 
ment and return to the values of the 
"historical Mapai” (which united 
with Rah and Ahdut Ha'avoda to, 
form the Labour Party.) 

Labour’s chairman, Shimon 
Peres, will meet Hazan on Tuesday 
to discuss the proposed front. But 
Peres supports a Labour- Mapam 
merger, a proposal Hasan opposes. 

MK Yossl Sarld welcomed the Idea 
of a front which would Include fac- 
tions competing among each other. 
It w £U enliven the arena, he said, 
while conceding that the majority in 
Labour claims factionalism leads to 
splits. 


SheUf’s MK Arye Ellav told The 
Jerusalem Post he will present 
Hasan's proposal at the next 
•meeting of his movement's Ex- 
ecutive. Every member of the 
Labour movement must consider 
this proposal, Ellav stated. 

Labour's MK Uzi Bar am rejected 
the plan outright Each party must 
appeal to its potential electorate, he 
argued. If Labour joins the front It 
will be forgoing the support of the 
moderate left and the centre, he 
said. The Zionist-socialist parties 
can find a common denominator on 
several points — but one does not 
have to form a bloc for that, he 
argued. The last 12 years did not 
prove the thesis that unities yield an 
electoral victory, he added. 

There was considerable criticism 
to the proposal in Mapam as well. 
Mapam’s political secretary, MK 
Naft&li Feder told The Post he has 
“some views and comments" but it 
is too early to air them in the press. 

Mapam's Naftali Ben Moshe, who 
is a member of the Htotadrut's Cen- 
tra] Committee, criticized the plan 
because it will present voters with a 
“supermarket" of Ideas, creating an 
Impression of a lack of credibility. 
Hess" argued in bis proposal that his 
plan will save the Labour 
movement’s achievements. 

In the two-page article In “Al- 
Hamishmar;" Hazan claimed the 


Labour movement had collapsed. It 
failed to give political ideological 
guidance in the changing political, 
-social, economic situation and allow- 
ed pragmatism to overrule. The 
pragmatic trend was strengthened 
by new immigrants who were 
ideologically far from socialism but 
who joined Labour because it was 
the ruling party, he said. 

Meanwhile, the “right” ascended 
to power and Is threatening the 
Labour movement and all it stands 
for, Hazan warned. 

The veteran Mapam leader also 
warned that "the right” will Impose 
religious coercion “not at-.once 
(but). ..step by step.” 

Hazan said that the parties and 
other movements in the proposed 
front wih be free to debate and carry 
out their political-ideological 
struggles, as long as they remain 
within the boundaries set by the 
common platform. Internal elections 
will be held one year before the 
national and Histadrut elections to j 
determine the balance of power ! 
between the front's components. 

He wrote that once the Labour 
movement returns to power — - the 
Prime Minister and the Minister of 
Finance will be elected from the 
ranks of the biggest party. The other 
ministerial portfolios should be 
divided in accordance with each par- 
ty's size.

Labour Party chairman Shimon 
Peres on Friday called upon former 
Alignment members who supported 
the Democratic Movement for 
Change in the last elections to return 
to Labour. 

Speaking on Israel Radio, Peres 
said that "the Labour Party presents 
the only alternative to the 
Government’s policy and It is the 
only movement where a real change 
can be introduced." 

Peres argued that members who. 
crossed the floor to the DMC hoping 
to introduce real change in Israel’s 
political life were proven wrong. 
“The only party with principles; 
which does not follow passing oppor- 
tunistic considerations — Is the 
Labour Party," he said In an ap- 
parent allusion to Labour’s refusal to 
accept Prime Minister Menabem 
Begin ’a call for a national unity 
government. 

Peres argued the DMC was "not 
credible and not serious" in its de- 
mand for an electoral reform. Hopes 
for such a- reform received a “death 
blow" with the DMC decision to join 
the Government, he said. 

But Industry Minister Ylgal Hur- 
vitz called upon former 'colleagues In 
Labour to join the government, side 
wHhouttheir left-wing partner in the 
'Alignment — Mapam. (Hurvltz had 
been in Rafi which joined Mapai and 
Ahdut- Ha'avoddBft? fi&tM'-fhdXabotir 
Parly.) 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — A 73-year-old 
North Tel Aviv woman was remand- 
ed on Friday on suspicion of having 
murdered her twin sister In a suicide 
pact that she failed to carry out com- 
pletely. 

In remanding Charlotte 
Eisenhardt for 15 days. Magistrate 
Arye Evenari ordered that she be 
held for observation In the Bat Yam 
Government Hospital 

The suspect, a widow, and her 
sister Miriam Goldstein, a divorcee, 
had lived together for years In the 
suspect’s spotless three-room flat 
here, supporting themselves on 
reparations from Germany. Accor- 
ding to police, the suspect told them 
that her sister — who had a history of 
eight previous suicide attempts — 
raised the idea of a suicide pact on 
Wednesday night. 

On Thursday morning, the suspect 
said — while her sister was dozing In 
bed — she took a heavy bronze 
statuette and struck her on the head 
a number of times. She then tied a 
nightgown around the victim's neck, 
straightened up the body in bed and 
set out to end her own life. 

According to what she told police, 
she first tried to stab herself with a 


kitchen knife, but it proved too dull. 
She then thought of drowning herself 
In a hot bath, but the water turned 
out to be only luke-warm — so she 
went to bed, intending, she said, to 
starve herself to death. 

On the following morning she 
awoke, went to a neighbour, and an- 
nounced that she had killed her 
sister. 

Police told the court that the two 
women, who were childless, came 
from a family with a history of men- 
tal Illness. Their father had com- 
mitted suicide in Germany, and their 
mother had attempted suicide there 
— although she was eventually 
murdered by the Germans In 
Auschwitz. 

The sisters had apparently tried a 
suicide pact in Germany, where all 
but one of the dead sister's eight 
suicide attempts had been made. On 
her last attempt — in Tel Aviv — 
doctors had had to amputate her 
band when her slashed wrist brought 
the danger of gangerene. 

The two sisters were liked by their 
neighbours, although considered 
odd. Only the dead woman, who had 
been in mental hospital, was known 
to the neighbours as mentally ilL

CERTAINLY, though very few of the 
■ Front’s public pronouncements in 
recent yean have referred to Jews, 
the pages oT" Spearhead*’ still carry 
frequent , “exposes", of the "Inter- 
national Zionist Conspiracy. " In his 
role as "Special Troubleshooting 
Investigator, Martin : Webster 
devoted a whole series; of articles to 
the subject hut year. "Zionists run 
Biggest Dirty Tricks Operation in ' 
'Britain,*' screamed the headline of 
the- June 197* edition. "We of 
’Spearhead' hojd that the two biggest 
conspiracies are . those of Inter- 


national Communism and Inter- 
national Zionism." 

It is interesting to note that rarely 
do these articles refer to "Jews" any 
. more. It la now at the door of the 
"Zionists" that the blame for moat of 
the world’s ilia Is laid. The Front la 
clearly trying to take advantage of 
the efforts of Arab propaganda to 
make " Zionism" a dirty word. 

An Interesting exception to this 
rule was an article by Tyndall last 
March, In which he examined the 
causes of the "Jewish Problem.” 
"The Protocols of the Elders of Zion 
would not have been printed In 
dozens of languages and read 
earnestly by millions of people in 
scores of countries, sometimes 
becoming officially sponsored by 
states, if they did not contain obser- 
vations that were Immediately 
recognizable by a great many people 
as fitting the picture of the world 
that they saw themselves. In my 
view, it is incumbent on the Jews 
who dislike the theme of the' 
Protocols not to prove that the book 
Itself is a forgery hut the theme con- 
tained in it is wrong.” 

Among the Front’s other less- 
publlclzed activities is the distribu- 
tion of the pamphlet, "Did Six 
Million Really Die?" 'nils publica- 
tion contends that the Hitler 
Holocaust never actually happened. 
It alleges that this "myth” was in 
fact invented by Zionists in order to 
squeeze reparations out of the West 
German Government. Auschwitz 
was a giant Industrial complex, the 
pamphlet, says. : 

Interspersed with _the text are . 
blips gtjd fflAgrawiM to lend it' a 
scientific Veneer, Snd the booklet is f 
full of quotes, cross-references, foot- 
notes and all the other tools of 
respectable academia. One 
photograph is of Anna Frank and has 
the caption. “Her Diary is a Fake.’* 
Another purports to Illustrate 
"Healthy and cheerful inmates 
released from Dachau." 

Yet, in spite of these activities and 
the efforts of various anti-fascist 
groups, prominent among them the 
defence committee of the Board ot 
Deputies of British Jews, to expose 
the truth about the National Front, 
the party continues to gain votes and 
respectability.

tlon onto the street* of Germany, so 
will the National Front take the im- 
migrant question away from Parlia- 
ment and onto the streets of 
Britain," Gewertz said in "The 
Times" on July 2, 1970. 

YET ONE YEAR later, this is 
precisely what seems to be happen- 
ing. Last August 20, the Front held a 
rally in Lewisham In south London. 
Trouble was expected, and anti- 
fascists, left-wing Trotskyltes con- 
spicuous among them, were out in 
force. The clashes of the day left 
more than 160 Injured, many of them 
policemen, and & .similar number, 
arrested. The demonstrators had 
come armed with knives, stones and 
ammonia, and the police defended 
themselves with riot-shields — the 
first time they had been used in 
England. It is unlikely, however, to 
be the last. 

The clashes were blamed mainly 
on the anti-fascists. "The Times" 
even published a long interview with 
Tyndall a few days later, which gave 
him the chance once more to pose aa 
a moderate, devoted only to freedom 
of speech and democrarcy. 

But it would be as well to pay heed 
to the words of John Kingsley-Read 
in the July 2 "Times." He writes that 
the democratic principle the Front 
now pretends to follow is simply a 
facade. If the Front ever got power 
they would never let it go, they would 
take over the country. Tyndall's 
wildest dream is to flatten part of the 
centre of London and make it one big 
parade ground with government of- 
fices all' around the edgei'He would 
have 2,000 troops 'permanently 
maifchlng arinmdttso that no matter 
what government building he was in, 
be could come out on the balcony and 
take the salute. 

"All this," Klngaley-Read wrote, 
"is well hidden from the bulk of 
Front members. Tyndall has realiz- 
ed that wearing Nazi uniforms is not 
politically wise. They are saying 
that all these activities were the in- 
discretions of youth and that it is all 
changed. But believe me, it is still all 
there.”

TEL AVIV (Itim). — Israel’s 
balance-of-paymehts gap ■ may be 
reduced this year by 0760m. — to 
reach only $2.sb., (instead of lari 
year's 03.23b. and the 04b. recorded 
in 1975) — Industry Minister Yigal 
Hurvitz predicted on Friday. 

Hurvitz told the Commercial and 
Industrial Club here that Israel’s 
most pressing economic problem to- 
day is its 010b. foreign debt, which is 
a heavy burden on the country's pre- 
sent and future. 

Hurwitz said Israel will be able to 
achieve a far-reaching improvement 
in Its balance of payments within a 
few years. But one precondition for 
that would be a reasonable system of 
labour relations. 

"An economic coalition must be 
set. up immediately, comprising all 
the major forces in the economy — 
the private sector, the HIstadrul and 
the public sector — to discuss 
together how we shall hold out, make 
progress and become stronger," 
Hurvitz said. 

The minister said that, according 
to a forecast submitted to him 
recently. Israel can achieve an ex- 
port level of $8. 3b. by 1986, If output 
Increases by 4.7 per cent a year and 
even If immigration is no more than 
8.000 a year. If that la achieved 
Israel will be able to attain balance 
in its foreign payments, he said. 

Attaining thin objective, Hurvitz 


explained, will require the Invest- 
ment of IL54b. in industry, or HA 5b. 
a year. Such an investment level Is 
by no means out of reach, he said — 
but added that there will be no in- 
vestment unless it is profitable. 
Enterprises will not be kept alive by 
subsidies, he said, and wherever 
there are difficulties all those in- 
volved will have to sit down together 
and find a solution which will take 
into account problems of employ- 
ment in development areas. 

Hurvitz referred specifically to the 
Kitan Dlmona and Sivei Dimona tex- 
tile plants, -both of which are la dif- 
ficulties. with the hitter being In the 
hands of a receiver and kept in 
operation only with the help of 
government subventions. 

. Hurvitz also predicted that the 
number of tourists this year will 
reach the million mark — a record 
figure. 

If Israel maintains an adequate 
level of services, he said, that 
number could be doubled by 1932, 
yielding the economy a revenue of 
Jib. , 06 per cent of which is domestic 
added value. 

The tourist industry, Hurvitz said, 
is held back not so much by insuf- 
ficient hotel space as by a shortage 
of skilled manpower. To correct this, 
his ministry intends to open two 
schools for hotel workers, one in 
Eilat and the other in the centre of 
the country. 



Gafny calls for 
real-wage freeze 

TEL AVTV (Itim). — Bank of Israel 
Governor Anion Gafny called over 
the weekend for the Government to 
freeze its budget and prevent any 
real rise in wages, taxes and profits, 

Gafny, who was speaking over 
Israel Radio, said such steps were 
necessary to brake inflation, which 
he said was running lately ahead of 
what had been expected. 

To point up the latter fact, be noted 
that EL5.7b. had been pumped into 
the economy in the first half of the 
current fiscal year — an amount 
equal to the total planned money- 
injection for the whole year. He add- 
ed that real wages bad risen 8.7 per 
cent between January and May. 

The government must decide 
which are its priorities, he said, 
"because it can't go on living by vir- 
tue of the fact that there is a Bank of 
Israel that prints money."

The Director of the Coto- 
municationa Ministry's Postal Ser- 
vices recently discussed some of the 
problems and promises of moving 
mall In an Interview with The 
Jerusalem Post. 

"We have certain problems here 
which no other country has, ” he con- 
fided. “We are far from being an il- 
literate society, of course. But 
streamlining postal operations re- 
quires lots of standardization — such 
as in addressing and zipcoding. Well, 
now, how far can you get with stan- 
dardization in a country that is baaed 
on the principle of continuing im- 
migration — from all the corners of 
the earth?” 

To point up a contrast. Am bar 
mentioned the Netherlands. Accor- 
ding to International postal experts, 
about 80 per cent of the letters posted 
in Holland are addressed in 
typewritten manner. 

"Do you realize what this 
means?" asked Ambar. "Besides 
making life easier for pre-sorters 
and letter carriers, there’s another 
plus — OCR (Optical Character 
Readers) could eventually be put 
into use."

area or "zip" code sorting. Postal 
authorities believe OCR will even-' 
tually be perfected to the point 
where the human element — with its . 
inherent human error — will become 
obsolete in most mail handling 
pperationa. 

In Israel, such a prospect is even 


beyond the dreaming stage. Not only 
are addresses here written in Rus- 
sian, French, Arabic and other 
"strange" languages, but use of a 
typewriter is — to say the least — 
quite remote. "Even our banks fre- 
quently post large mailings with 
handwritten addresses!" Ambar 
observed. 

Among the postal headaches 
peculiar to Israel. Ambar mentions 
names on mailboxes. Despite 
repeated nation-wide campaigns, an 
unbelievable number of Israelis In- 
sist upon keeping their mall boxes 
nameless. 

Some do this Intentionally — 
perhaps to keep the bill collectors or 
tax men away. But most are just 
neglectful. "People here are too 
careless, and then they complain 
when their mail is delayed," Ambar 
said. "What it bolls down to is that 
our letter carriers must be detec- 
tives. So, when a letter carrier is 
home sick, or on holiday, his sub- 
stitute is stumped. He goes out on the 
route, makes his rounds, and comes 
back with a good part of his sack un- 
delivered because he could not 
locate tiie addre ssee." 

Ambar also had some pretty 
powerful pokes for municipalities. 
“Why." he wondered, "must 
Jerusalem have both a Rehov 
Eshkol and a Sderot Estakol? Or take 
the name Gordon. Fortunately for 
Zionism, but unfortunately for mall 
sorters, there were several Gordons 
Instrumental in laying the 
groundwork f or t he State of Isra el. 

"As a result, There are several 
Gordon state eto the same townpr 
city. And,- unless you Include a first 
name or initial in the address, the 
letter carrier will either have to 
know who lives on which Gordina 
street — or else, return the letter for 
an address search by post office 
back-up men."

U.S. recalls envoy 
from South Africa 


Washington <apk — The state 
Department announced on Friday It 
has recalled U.S. Ambassador 
William Bowdler to Washington 
from South Africa for consultations 
on recent events in that country. 

The move was seen as another ex- 
pression. of the Carter. Ad- 
ministration's displeasure over 
South Africa's banning of 18 mostly 
black organizations and two main 
black newspapers, and its detention 
of more than 40 black leaders. 

The brief State Department an- 
nouncement said the decision to 
recall Bowdler was made by 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance. It 
said Bowdler is expected to arrive 
here early next week and will return 
to his post a few days later. 

The State Department had public- 
ly warned South Africa on Wednes- 
day that suppression of the black 

organizations and newspapers had 
“Implications for relations with the 
U.S." 

"It has been our hope that the 
South African Government would 
recognize dialogue with all elements 
of the society as the prerequisite to 
peaceful progress and lasting social 
tranquillity. However, we have now 
witnessed unfortunate actions that 
seem to represent a very serious 
step backwards," the department 
said then. 

Even while criticizing South 
Africa, the administration praised 
its "constructive and useful" sup- 
port for racial change in Rhodesia 
and South West Africa. 

(Pass laws were scrapped on Fri- 
■ day In South West Africa by Its new 
administrator. Marthinus Stein, a 
South African Judge. These include a 
55-year-old law requiring blacks to 
carry a pass documenting when and 
where they may travel and a 16- 
year-old ordinance requiring blacks 
to obtain, and produced on demand, 
a permit to be able to stay in an ur- 
ban area longer than 72 hours. And 
last week laws forbidding sex or 
marriage between blacks and whites 
were also eliminated. ) 

In New York, the U.N. Security 
Council agreed on Friday to open 
debate tomorrow on South Africa's 
recent arrests and bannings. The 
meeting could spark an African- 
Western confrontation over arms 
sanctions against South Africa at a 
time of delicate negotiations over 
Rhodesia and South West Africa. 

In Johannesburg, Foreign 
Minister Fik Botha told an election 
rally near here on Friday that It was 
time South Africa "showed Its fist to 
the world." One reason why an elec- 
tion had been called for November 30 
was to show the world that “we will 
decide how South Africa will govern 
Itself." he said. 

Seated beside him on the platform 
was Prime Minister John Vorster, 
who the previous night had reacted 


defiantly to the Carter Ad- 
ministration’s decision to review 
U.S. relations with South Africa in 
the light of last week's tough 
crackdown on anti-apartheid Critics. 

Echoing Vorster's line, Botha 
said: “America must not come up 
with moral Arguments. We are not 
prepared to sacrifice ourselves for 
the merit of their argument." 

That same day, police arrested 97 
Indian adults and youths at a public 
meeting in a Johannesburg Asian 
suburb and held 54 black youths in a 
dawn swoop on township homes out- 
side Vereeniging. MajorGeneral 
David Kriel, deputy police com- 
missioner in charge of riot control 
operations, said the In d ia ns were 
detained during a lunchtime 
meeting. Outside gatherings are 
prohibited since rioting flared up In 
black townships throughout the 
country In June last year. 

Kriel would not give details of the 
meeting nor the names of those held. 

Meanwhile, the South African 
Government on Friday officially an- 
nounced a form of limited self- 
government for the sprawling black 
township of Soweto outside 
Johannesburg. 

A government announcement said 
a community council, such as outlin- 
ed In an act passed by parliament 
earlier this year, would be establish- 
ed for Soweto. 

Township leaders' Immediate 
reaction to the announcement was 
negative, reflecting their belief that 
the council would be a waste of time. 

Soweto, home of 1.2 million blacks, 
is run by the West Rand Board, a 
department of the central govern- 
ment. 

The powers of the proposed Soweto 
council would Include allocation of 
housing, trading licences, ad- 
ministration of welfare facilities and 
some limited tax powers. 

But the role falls far short of the 
complete municipal autonomy 
sought by an ad hoc group of Soweto 
co mmuni ty leaders, the Committee 
of 10 , of whom six. Including the 
chairman, were detained in 
Wednesday's security clamp-down. 

The Post Office in Johannesburg 
announced yesterday that 
"Freedom of the Press" is a theme 
for one of next year’s special issues 
of 8onth African stamps. 

The decision Is believed to have 
been taken before Wednesday’s 
government closure of the black 
newspaper, "The World,” the arrest 
of Its editor, Percy Qoboxa, and the 
banning of a white editor, Donald 
Woods.

Hijacker kills self after freeing hostages

ATLANTA. — A shotgun-wielding, 
accused bank robber shot and killed 
himself on Thursday night while 
negotiating with his lawyer aboard 
the Frontier Airlines Boeing 737 jet 
he had hijacked to Atlanta from 
Grand Island. Nebraska. 

Atlanta police reported that 
Thomas Michael Hannan, 29. died 
less than an hour after he had releas- 
ed all 13 passengers remaining on 
the aircraft as hostages at Hartsfield 
International Airport. 

Earlier in the evening. Hannan 


had agreed to surrender after his 
homosexual lover. George David 
Stewart, told him over a two-way 
radio hookup that to do otherwise 
would be to "throw away” his life. 

"Go ahead and surrender," 
Stewart said. "There's nothing else 
to do. It's just going to be a bloody 
thing ." 

Stewart told Hannan that there 
was nowhere the two of them could 
go to start a new life. 

Hannan had hijacked the plane 
early Thursday morning in Grand 
Island, his home town. He ordered it 
flown to Kansas City where he 
released all of the women 
passengers and a man with a heart 


condition, then ordered the plane 
flown on to Atlanta, where it arrived 
just after noon. 

Hannan had demanded 23m., two 
machineguns, two parachutes and 
the release from jail of Stewart. 

“I appreciate your devotion .but. 
•your life Is worth more than Just 
throwing it away, ’ ' Stewart told Han- 
nan. 

The hijacker and Stewart were 
arrested in September on charges of 
robbing ah Atlanta branch of the 
National Bank of Georgia. Hannan 
was out on 35,000 bail, but Stewart 
was still In jail In Atlanta awaiting 
trial. Hannan was allowed to return 
to Grand Island.

CAIRO (Ofiu). — Sevan years after 
Anwar Sadat succeeded Gama! 
Abdul-Nasser as Egypt's President, 
on October IS, 1970, the struggle for 
power that erupted at the time con- 
tinues. 

When, in May 1971, Sadat, arrested 
and jailed the rebellious Vice- 
President All Sabri, the Cabinet and 
many of the country's leading 
political figures — all close 
collaborators of Nasser — it -looked 
as if he had won the contest. 

It has been consistently denied, of- 
ficially, that Sadat's action — the 
"May IB Corrective Revolution," as 
he calls it — was an anti-Nasser 
move. His subsequent home and 
foreign policies confirmed, however, 
the view that it was in fact, his first 
open step towards de-Nasserixatkm. 

After he had eliminated Naaserist 
and leftist elements from the press. 
In a series of purges begun in 1971, 
Nasser was, for a couple of years or 
so. the object of a vilification cam- 
paign. This could not have occurred 
without approval at the highest 
level. Sadat himself had to call if off, 

. in 2979, because it threatened to split 
the country. 

Since 1973, the anniversary of the 
Nasser-led 1952 revolution and of 
Nasser's death have been played 
; down. Sadat’s own “May 15 
Revolution" was celebrated and 
acclaimed as the most important 
event in Egypt's modern history. 
The official attitude to the 1952 
revolution was that it became a good 
thing once it had been “rectified” by 
Sadat. 

The Nasser Ideology has. 
nevertheless, grown stronger. For 
many divergent groups It symbolises 
Arablsm. national liberation, 
socialist transformation and so on. 
When hundreds of thousands of, 
Egyptians took part in bread riots 
last January it was a nationwide out- 
burst of N assertion. 

This year, the silver jubilee of the 
1952 revolution, the regime's deter- 
mination to bury Nasser and his 
works once and tor all was so evident 
that even his critics were astonished. ; 
No picture of the late leader was die- j 
played, neither poster or banner j

days reviewing Egypt's nationalist t 
and revolutionary movement since

the beginning of the ’century without 
a word of recognition, praise or 
gratitude for Nasser. 

However, the anniversary of 
Nasser's death last month saw a 
reversal of Sadat’s attitude. He 
himself donned the “Nasser garb," 
resurrected the image of the “im- 
mortal leader" in what was inter- 
preted as an attempt to rally support 
in the face of an opposition that now 
embraces virtually the whole spec- 
trum of political trends. 

The only official speech was' 


Sadat's In the People's Assembly. He 
spoke of Nasser as “the man who 
carried the banner to his very last 
breath... one of Egypt's greatest 
men... who will be remembered 
always..." He praised Nasser's 
achievements .... "liberating'’ the 
Suez Canal ... getting rid of the moat 
powerful imperialist bastion .... 
removing the corrupt monarchy .... 
instituting the rule of the people tor 
the people and by the people..,." 

Inevitably he brought up his own 
"rectification revolution" but, this 
time, as the protector of the dead 
man's legacy. 

He attacked those forces 'which 
threaten not his regime but the 
“giant achievements" of the revolu- 
tion. 

This was directed at the Wafd Par- 
• ty. which for 30 years, from 1922 to 
1952, was the main political force in 
the country, although it governed for 
only seven. Fuad Saraj Eddln, 
secretary general of the Wafd. is try- 
ing to make a comeback and recent- 
ly attacked the regime's policies in a 
four-hour speech to the Lawyers’ 
Syndicate. Sadat has turned down 
his request to re-establish the party. 

Of equal concern to President 
Sadat is the resurgence of the left- 
wing Wafd, the "Wafd Vanguard," 
which recently announced its inten- 
tion to set up Its party, whether or 
not permission is granted. The Wafd 
Vanguard socialist programme has' 
wide support among independents, 
liberals, Nasaerists and the various 
left-wing groups. 

While Sadat spoke, his security 
forces were rounding up 74 new 
"conspirators" described as belong- 
ing to a new Communist organiza- 
tion and including physicians, phar- 
macists, students, workers and of- 
ficials. Political sources say they 
are. for the most part, members of 
the authorized left-wing party. They 
will be charged before the military 
tribunal with seeking to overthrow 
the government and "bring about 
radical changes In Egypt by force." 

Of 551 persons arrested during the 
January riots and held oh similar 
charges, the courts ordered the 
release of 514. The remaining 37, who , 
have been on hunger strike Inter- 
mittently since September 3 in 
protest against their illegal arrest 1 
and detention, will also be released 1 
shortly, it is expected. ‘ 


use phosphates 
to tempt West

ALGIERS fOfns). — The Saharan 
nationalist movement. Polisario, is 
willing to cooperate with Western In- 
terests In the giant Bu Craa 
phosphate mine if it wins its fight to 
evict Moroccan and Mauritanian 
troops from the ex-Spanish territory 
of Western Sahara. 

"If the Western companies respect 
Saharan sovereignty, they will be 
welcome in Sahara," Hakim 
Ibrahim, the "foreign minister" of 
Polisario's Saharan Arab 
Democratic Republic (SADR), said 
in an interview here. 

“I believe we have an advantage 
in cooperation," he said. "We will 
not be able to escape an inter- 
national reality: the Sahara is a 
country producing primary com- 
modities and it is obligatory to 
cooperate with the Industrialised 
countries." 

The Bu Craa phosphate deposits, 
sited 100km. south-east of the 
Western Saharan capita] of el- 
Aaiun. are reputed to be the largest 
1 in the world, totalling up to io billion 
tons. The Spanish company*, 
Fosfatos Bu Craa, which had in- 
vested some $340m. at Bu Craa by 
1975. began production in 1972. An- 
nual productive capacity had reach- 
ed 3.3 million tons by 3974 and was 
set to reach 10 million tons by 3950. 

But production at the mine has 
been at a standstill since Moroccan 
and Mauritanian troops took over 
the territory at the end of 2975. 
Polisario fighters claim that they 
have repeatedly knocked out of ac- 
tion the 96km. conveyor belt that 
takes Bu Craa phosphates across the. 
desert to the port at el-Aaiun. 

Polisario leaders are warning the 
Western powers that there will be no 
phosphate production or further* 
development of the phosphate 


resources while the guerrilla war 
continues, and that they will not atop 
fighting until the estimated 31,000 
Moroccan and Mauritanian troops 
are withdrawn. 

They are also saying that 
I prospects for cooperation between 
Polisario and Western companies in 
exploiting the phosphates will be 
good once Western Sahara Is In- 
dependent and the war is over. 

Polisario leaders hope that these 
points will eventually convince some 
Western governments that it is in 
their interests to come out In support 
of Western Sahara’s independence. 
At present, several Western coun- 
tries. notably France, are supplying 
arms to Morocco and Mauritania. 

Polisario notes that it is a declared 
supporter of the cause of non- 
alignment and that it Is hot a Marxist 
movement but bases its policies on 
the principles of Islamic Socialism. 

Though it has not so far won sup- 
port from either the Organisation of 
African Unity or the Arab League, 
Polisario's closest ties are with 
African and Arab countries. Nine 
African governments have given 
diplomatic recognition to the SADR 
and one, Algeria, allows Polisario 
facilities for base camps shelter for 
around 105,000 Western Saharan 
refugees. 

Algeria may have its own interests 
In backing the rebel movement. It 
has long-standing fears of Moroccan 
intentions in the Maghreb. In 1963, 
Morocco's King Hass an briefly went 
to war with Algeria over the Tindouf 
region of the Algerian Sahara; and, 
until 3969, the King formally claimed 
part of Algeria, as well as Western 
Sahara, the whole of Mauritania and 
half of Mall, under hia "Greater 
Morocco" policy, a bid to re- 
establish the empire chalked out in 
1591 when a Moroccan force seized 
the ancient city of Timbuctoo In what 
is now Mali. 

Secondly, Algeria needs to build a 
railway line from its still- 
unexploited iron deposits at Gara 
Djebilet, near Tindouf, to the Atlan- 
tic. An export route to the Mediterra- 
nean would be longer and more cost- 
ly .and a route through Morocco ia 
judged too risky for political 
reasons. 

So Algeria has considerable in- 
terest In being able to build a railway 
through Western Sahara, with which 
it shares a 30 km. border, so long as 
the country can be prised out of 
Moroccan hands.

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Spreading the Korczak spirit

tel, AVIV — An international sym- 
posium on J&nusz Karczak's 
educational philosophy and practice 
will be held here In April to mark his 
100th birthday. 

Karczak's birthday is also* on the 
Unesco Calendar of International 
Events for 1978, and the anniversary 
will be widely celebrated in his 
native Poland and in Germany. 

Yosef Araon, a member of the 25- 
membor public commission plan- 
ning the Israeli Korczak 
celebrations, said Korczak "has 
become a symbol of pure humanism 
and unreserved loyalty.” 

Korczak. whose real name was 
Henryk Goldszroidt, was a 
successful doctor, psychologist, 
pedagogue and author. Prom 1911 he 
devoted his life to running a Jewish 
orphanage in Warsaw, though 
medicine or literature would have 
provided much more money and 
status. When the Germans decided 
to send the orphans under Iris care to 
the Treblinka extermination camp in 
1942. they offered to spare his life, 
but he insisted on marching to death 
together with the children, whom he 
had told they were going on a picnic. 

The second reason, Arnon said, is 
that the Poles and Germans honour . 
Karczak's memory. In Poland, his 
memory Is honoured as a Pole with 
his Jewishness conveniently 
forgotten. In Germany, his 
Jewishness is very much emphasiz- 
ed. "We In Israel should show him to 
be an international Jewish figure." 
Arnon said. 

Arnon, a member of Klbbut 2 Bin 
Hamlfratz. had worked with Korc- 


zak and has been an educator since 
coming to Eretz Y Israel. 

He also believes it is important to • 
bring Korcznk's educational 
message to our teachers and to im- 
plement it, at least in spirit, in the 
schools. Korczak believed that 
grown-ups should treat children as 
they themselves wish to be treated. 
One of the well-known practices he 
instituted was a children's court in 
which the children Judged their 
fellows according to a codex that 
they had prepared under bis 
guidance. 

Arnon said he has no illusions 
about the possibility of transplanting 
Korczak’s system whole into the 
Israel classroom — - which usually 
has 40 children, "a teacher who is 
not always Janusz Korczak," and 
pressures from above to meet 
curriculum demands. But he hopes 
teachers will absorb and apply 
something of the Korczak spirit, and 
that the school system will stop be- 
ing so concerned about achievement 
and start thinking about educating 
the future men and women of our 
society. 

In addition to the educational sym- 
posium. to be held in April at Tel 
Aviv University. Haifa University 
and Kibbutz Lohamef Hagetaot, 
celebrations will include seminars 
for teachers: special activities in the 
schoola: publication of booklets on, 
and special issues of Israel's various 
educational journals devoted to 
Korczak; and a drawing contest for 
schoolchildren. 

The committee planning the 
celebrations is headed by Aharon 
Yadlin, chairman of the Knesset 
Education Committee.

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A stronger government 

THE DMC's dramatic reversal in deciding to enter the Begin 
government coalition and the cries of "sell out" by opponents of 
the decision, highlight the dilemma which Inevitably confronts 
reformist parties and movements. 

Should such movements compromise their programme and 
participate in power when they can, or should they guard their 
political virginity In opposition, until they win over sufficient 
voters to put them into command? 

Within DMC the differences over the issue continue to be 
sharp. The Shinui component of the party, younger, more 
idealist and Jess accustomed to the exercise of power than those 
political personalities which were drawn to Prof. Yadin, are not 
yet reconciled to embracing Mr. Begin and company. 

They argue, with Justification, that nothing really changed 
since the DMC’s previous rejection of the terms Mr. Begin 
offered. In government or out, the DMC's platform will not be 
served. But outside*, they believe, the party could at least strive 
to appeal to the public on the basiB of its programme. Yet the 
more practised politicians within the DMC obviously felt that, In 
opposition, the new party was in danger of eclipse. In govern- 
ment it will be able to influence decisions, make an impact upon 
the electorate and permit some of its top personalities, besides 
Prof. Yadin, to help shape government operations. 

Moreover, by being in the coalition the party will be in a better 
strategic position for the political realignments that may lie 
ahead as Herat, the Liberals, La’am and even Labour adjust to 
the future. 

The major immediate consequence of the decision, of course, 
is to assure some stability to Mr. Begin 's government, which 
will now enjoy a handsome majority in the Knesset. It will also 
hearten Jews abroad who are always dismayed by sign s of dis- 
unity in Israel. 

There may be those, especially in Washington, who wUl be 
tempted to perceive the DMC's entry into the government as 
signalling further dilution of some of Israel's long-held foreign 
policy positions. 

Such a perception would, no doubt, be misleading. The Begin 
Government has thus far shown an unexpected degree of flex- 
ibility in dealing with the U.S. on the issue of a Geneva con- 
ference and the possibilities of a Middle East peace settlement. 

But behind that flexibility there also lies a broad consensus 
about the limits of what Israel can and cannot accept. The DMC, 
as part of that consensus, will thereby strengthen the 
government's hand in the diplomatic process of the months 
ahead. 


POSTSCRIPTS! 


WITH ONLY five years to go until its 

- centenary, Rishon Lezlon will 
celebrate Its 95th birthday next 
P ess ah without fanfare. The town 
that produced the first Hebrew- 
speaking school and kindergarten 
will, however, mark the year by con- 
centrating on its history. Mayor 
Gibstein has announced that the 
municipal archives will be overhaul- 
ed and turned into a permanent ex- 
hibition and one of the few existing 
huts of the founding farmers is to be 
refurbished as a tribute to the 
pioneers of 1882. 

The sand dunes in the vicinity of 
Rishon bear witness to the natural 
difficulties with which the first 
settlers had to contend. The 
enthusiastic but inexperienced 
Bilulm found that the crops they had 
dreamed of growing could not 
flourish in sandy soil. ‘‘The Baron" 
(Edmond de Rothschild) came to 
their rescue, sent them vines and set 
up the wine cellars. The settlers 
went on to plant almonds and tob- 
baco, again with little success. Only 
citrus finally proved suitable. 

Rishon is today a town of 90,000 
souls, many of whom work in Tel 
Aviv. Few of its historic sites sur- 
vive. But it has the honour of having 
had Ellezer Ben Yehuda among Its 
first settlers and its Haviv School 
was the first In the country to use 
Hebrew as the language of instruc- 
tion. And the national flag originated 
there with the' banner, fashioned 
from a iallit by Israel Belkind, to 
hohour the visit of "The Benefactor" 

— Baron Edmond de Rothschild.

Justice Ben Pont 

SUPREME COURT Justice 
Professor Miriam Ben Parat Is ap- 
parently not going to be content to 
rest on the laurels of being the first 
Israeli woman to reach the top of the 
legal profession. In her address to 
the Jerusalem branch of the Israel 
Association of University Women 
this week, she put forward a sugges- 
tion which. If taken up, may make 
history in this country. 

Her subject was "The Good 
Samaritan," the person who goes to 
the assistance of another. What if the 
Good Samaritan is himself Injured 
while performing his good deed? 
Should he not be legally entitled to 
compensation? 

In the absence of legislation to this 
effect, Mrs. Ben Porat suggested 
that a public fund be established to 
provide such compensation. 

Should we, she asked, be content 
with the legal position In some other 
countries, which amounted to the ad- 
vice of "mind your own business,” 
and turn our ' eyes the other way 
when we see a person being robbed 
or in danger of drowning? Should we 
not rather base ourselves on 
Maimonides' precept that "he who 
saves the life of one man 1s as though 
be had saved the whole world"? 

In fact, Justice Ben Porat would 
like to see it made a criminal offence 
not to go to the aid of persons whose 
lives are endeangered. 

There were many in her audience 
who felt that those nations who still 
belleve.it expedient to parley with 
terrorists might well ponder on Mrs. 
Ben Porat's remarks.

SAMUEL GOLDWYN. that legen- 
dary Hollywood figure, is reputed to 
have always declared loudly at the 
height of tense negotiations: "These 
are my principles, but Lf you don't 
like them, I have others." 

This anecdote came to mind when 
contemplating the Democratic 
Movement for Change. All the dif- 
ficulties that prevented the DMC 
from joining the Begin Government 
until now mysteriously vanished 
overnight.

Yigael Yadin's decision to take his 
DMC party into the government now 
remains unexplained, MARK 
SEGAL, Post Political Correspon- 


dent, argues. DMC will play second 
fiddle in the coalition,, and its refold 
mist image will be irrevocably tar- 
nished. 



The Likud has given away next to 
nothing and in return is assured of a 
comfortable parliamentary majori- 
ty. In addition, it has cancelled the 
DMC out as a potential threat and in- 
stalled the seeds of its eventual dis- 
integration. ‘Hie DMC leaders can be 
compared to the almost defunct 
■ Independent Liberals, whose func- 
tion under Labour they will now per- 
form for the Likud. 

The DMC leaders must know that 
Begin will never allow electoral 
reform, that they are maintaining 
the same kind of government struc- 
ture as before, and that they are 
powerless to stop the rise of religious 
coercion. 

As for foreign and defence 
policies. Yadin is in for a surprise If 
he thinks that the team of Begin and 
Dayan will let him have any say In 
that field. If he had not dithered so 
much in recent months he might 
have entered the government enjoy- 
ing real power and with a greater 
measure of dignity. In our interview 


he laughed at the crack about Begin 
wanting the DMC In on the basis of 
212 (two ministers, two deputies and 
on all fours).. 

A number of concurrent 
happenings brought about the DMC 
volte-face. Firstly, the DMC 
politicians were severely shaken by 
a recent voting survey conducted by 
Modi' In Ezrahl Ltd., which showed 
that lf elections were held today the 
DMC would only get four per cent of 
the votes, or about a third of what' 
the^won in May. 17. 

Concern for the Prime Minister’s 
health was undoubtedly another fac- 
tor. though the politicians are loath 
to discuss this. 

The Liberals were most Interested 
in bringing the DMC Into the coali- 
tion, for they hope to form an 
alliance with Yadin that would 
counterbalance the dominant Herat 
partner. And if for any reason Mr. 
Begin could not complete his term of 
office, there would be, according to 
Liberal thinking, an Erlich- Yadin 


team available. 

There are those who believe that 
- 'Prof. Yadin’s visit to Washington 
was also instrumental, not simply, 
as he says, because the brewing Con- 
frontation with the U.S. was made 
vivid to him, but also because 
American leaders encouraged him 
to join the government, believing he' 
would be a moderating factor.

THE NEGEV BEDUIN 

To the Editor of The J erusolem Post 


A SOLUTION TO THE WEST BANK PROBLEM 


8ir , — I was surprised to read in 
your issue of September 29 that 
Agriculture Minister Sharon told Be- 
duin sheikhs In the Negev that "the 
Government of Israel will continue 
aiding the Beduln, nurturing and en- 
couraging a Beduln entity." 

I lived and worked this last year 
with several different tribes of Be- 
duln in the Negev and I never met a 
single Beduin who felt aided or nur- 
tured by the government. 

Because the Beduin were too con- 
servative and loyal to join in last 
year’s “Land Day” demonstrations, 
most Israelis think that they are con- 
tent with their lot. In fact, Negev Be- 
duin are growing increasingly 
frustrated over the government's 
policy of concentrating Beduln into 
“workers' neighbourhoods.” 

Before Independence, Negev Be- 
duin had large tracts of traditional 
land in the northern Negev, some 
registered in the Tabu and some un- 
registered. They had. and still have, 


strong emotional ties to this 
traditional family land: probably 
ties too strong for us Westerners to 
understand. This is one reason why, 
out of a Negev Beduin population of 
some 40,000, only 350 households 
have settled land claims with the 
government and moved into- “lux- 
urious homes." Leased agricultural 
land, even at symbolic prices, Is no 
substitute for this traditional satisfy- 
ing tie with a man's own land. 

No Beduln is naive enough to ex- 
pect all his traditional land back, or 
even to be paid a market price for all 
the land that is taken from him; 
everyone recognizes the squeeze for 
land in Israel. However, a very com- 
mon Beduln hope is for the govern- 
ment to sponsor small Irrigated 
m os ha vim, set up on a part of each 
tribe's traditional land. 

As a personal' friend of many 
Israelis, both Jewish and Beduin, It 
hurts me to see this unnecessary dis- 
satisfaction grow and fester between 
two friends.

The founding of Tirat 
Zvi, and other religious tower-and- 
stockade settlements In its wake, 
was gladly welcomed by all sectors

What would "a cooperative form 
of life on the West Bank" mean to 
the people, to the Jews, the 
Palestinians, the Christians, the 
Moslems? 

1. The first step towards peace lit 
the acknowledgement that the land 
in dispute belongs to God. thus to all 
the people. Sovereign rights and 
claims must be surrendered by 
Israel, Jordan and the Palestinians. 
The entire area must be governed by 
a United Peace Committee represen- 
ting Israel, Jordan, the 
Palestinians: composed of Jews. 
Moslems and Christians, with the 
United States as sponsoring partner . 
and with the blessing of the UN.

4. Present land owners are to be 
.taxed -just for services — fire and 
police protection, utilities and Im- 
provements that benefit their land. 
Schools, social services and govern- 
ment support are to come from 
revenue of the leased land. 

9. Israel’s defence forces are to be 
allowed in specified areas on the pre- 
sent eastern borders of the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip to prevent a 
threat to her security. Israel must be 
responsible for the security of the en- 
tirte area. ' Terrorists must not be 
allowed to destroy the tranquillity of 
the new government. A joint Jewish 
and Arab police force must enforce 
law and order, but with the support 
of Israeli troops when necessary. . 

s. All people, Jews and Arabs, 
Moslems and Christians, are to be 
permitted free access to all areas, to 
build their homes, cultivate the land 
and conduct their business on land 
leased from the United Peace Com- 
mittee or purchased from private 
owners.
